In Berkeley, childhood diseases 
which previously posed a great 
threat to youngsters, are now al- 
most eradicated due to immuni- 
zations by physicians and health 
department clinics. 

In a year end report, Dr, Alvin

incidence of measles had dropped 
82 per cent in the past two years.
